“The  interesting  works  published  in  the  Aldine  press 
during  the  year  1513  are  a  sufficient  demonstration  of  the 
zeal  and  activity  with  which  Aldus  resumed  his  important 
labours  after  the  disturbances  which  had  prevailed  at  Venice 
in  the  two  preceding  years.  Bibliographers  are  fond  of  record¬ 
ing  the  words  of  Aldus,  prefixed  to  this  (Plato)  laborious 
and  beautiful  impression:  ‘Et  si  opere  in  magno  fas  est 
obrepere  somnu  (non  enim  unius  diei  labor  hie  noster,  sed 
multorum  annorum,  atque  interim  mora,  nec  requies), 
sic  tamen  doleo,  ut  si  possem  mutarem  singula  errata  numo 
aureo.’  Well  might  the  distinguished  author  of  the  ‘  Adagia  ’ 
expatiate  in  praise  of  the  spirit  and  meritorious  labours  of 
such  a  printer !  ” — Dibdin.

A  BEAUTIFUL  COPY. 

This  will  never  cease  to  be  a  remarkable  and  highly- 
treasured  volume.  It  was  the  first  in  which  Euclid  ap¬ 
peared  in  print,  and  also  the  earliest  book  in  which  a  con¬ 
tinuous  series  of  geometrical  illustrations  were  published. 
The  enormous  labour  attending  such  a  task  is  dwelt  upon 
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by  Ratdolt  in  his  dedication  to  the  Doge.  He  professes 
his  wonder  that  amid  the  great  quantity  of  new  and  old 
volumes  which  were  daily  being  published  in  the  Doge’s 
fortunate  and  prepotent  city,  so  little  had  been  done  for 
the  study  of  mathematics ;  but  supposes  that  it  arose  from 
the  difficulty  of  printing  the  necessary  diagrams  with  the 
text.

This  impression  was  first  described  by  Dibdin  from  Lord 
Spencer’s  imperfect  copy  (now  in  the  John  Ry lands  Library 
at  Manchester).  The  volume  consists  of  100  leaves  in 
Gothic  letter,  without  any  marks;  34  lines  to  the  page. 
Dibdin  notes  Lord  Spencer’s  copy  (now  at  Manchester)  as 
having  only  99  leaves,  so  therefore  it  lacks  a  leaf.  Besides 
the  present  example  only  one  other  perfect  copy  can  be  traced — 
Lord  Crawford’s.  Dibdin  ascribed  the  volume  to  the  press 
of  J.  de  Colonia,  but  Lord  Crawford,  and  later  bibliographers, 
to  that  of  Ulric  Zell.

“  Of  great  rarity.  Audiffredi,  Edit.  Ital.  p.  352,  has  given 
a  comparatively  brief,  but  correct,  account  of  this  beautiful 
specimen  of  early  Greek  printing ;  and  notices,  with  sufficient 
point,  the  slovenly  description  of  this  work  in  Laire’s  Index 
Lihror,  vol.  ii.  p.  210.”  The  book  was  bought  in  1539  by 
the  theologian  Wolfgang  Sedel,  who  has  recorded  the  fact  in 
his  autograph  on  the  first  page.  The  verso  of  folio  i  and 
the  recto  of  folio  2  also  contain  notes  in  the  theologian’s 
autograph.  His  bookplate  (printed  or  stencilled)  is  pasted 
inside  the  cover — a  very  early  example  of  its  kind.  It  bears 
the  words,  “Wolfgangus  Sedelius  Pauper  sum  ego.  &  in 
Laboribus  a  iuuentute  mea,” — The  volume  passed  after¬ 
wards  into  the  library  of  the  Benedictine  [Nlonasteiy’  at 
Tegemsee.

Excessively  rare,  only  275  copies  having  been  printed. 
Dibdin  remarks,  “  The  curious  are  sufficiently  aware  of  the 
great  value  and  rarity  of  this  first  impression.  It  is  the 
only  ancient  edition  which  presents  us  with  the  legitimate 
text  of  the  author,  uncastrated  by  inquisitorial  authority.” 
The  volume  is  so  rare,  Dibdin  tells  us,  that  Lord  Spencer  could 
only  obtain  “a  very  fair  copyL‘

A  superb  copy  of  this  editio  princeps.  It  is  also  the 
FIRST  BOOK  issued  from  Jenson’s  Press,  and  a  very  remark¬ 
able  specimen  of  early  typography.  The  present  copy  (like 
the  Spencer)  contains  a  very  curious  border  to  the  first  page. 
Dibdin  thus  describes  the  Spencer :  “  The  copy  before  us  has 
the  first  page  encircled  by  a  printed,  and  afterwards  coloured 
border,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  excite  a  doubt,  at  first  view, 
whether  it  be  not  a  contemporaneous  production  with  the 
impression,  but  on  close  examination  we  find  it  to  be  inlaid. 
I  have  no  doubt,  however,  of  this  border  having  been  exe¬ 
cuted  in  the  XVth  century.”  The  Spencer  copy,  according 
to  Dibdin,  contained  but  143  leaves,  but  the  present  copy 
has  one  leaf  more,  144.

A  splendid  copy  of  the  Editio  Princeps  of  Lucian. 
Bound  by  Roger  Payne. 

This  is  an  unusually  richly  decorated  example  of  the  skill 
of  the  greatest  English  binder. 

The  sides  are  tooled  with  the  elegant  design  in  panels  so 
often  employed  by  Payne,  the  back  being  fully  gilt,  blue  silk 
linings  and  end  papers.  This  copy  of  Lucian  is  extremely 
large  and piire^  measuring  13  x  9|-  inches.  It  is  possibly  on 
LARGE  PAPER.  Dibdin  devotes  three  pages  to  this  Editio 
Princeps  in  the  Bibliotheca  Spenceriana,  inter  alia  he  re¬ 
marks :  “There  are  few  volumes  of  ancient  classical  litera¬ 
ture  more  precious  to  the  scholar  or  more  interesting  to  the 
Bibliographer  than  the  present  one.

Editio  princeps  of  one  of  the  most  famous  books  in  the 
world. 

So  rare  that  no  other  absolutely  perfect  copy  can  be  traced. 
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The  irregularity  of  the  line-endings  shows  that  this  is  an 
early  book,  and  the  number  of  lines  to  the  page  being  less 
than  in  Mentelin’s  edition  of  Valerius  Maximus,  forms  a 
sufficient  reason  for  thinking  that  this  volume  preceded  that. 

Lord  Spencer’s  copy,  now  in  the  Rylands  Library 
at  Manchester,  lacks  eight  leaves;  and  Grenville’s,  in  the 
British  Museum,  lacks  the  two  blank  leaves.

There  is  also  in  this  edition  matter  which  was  either  sup¬ 
pressed  or  omitted  in  the  English  translation.  From  the  Proe- 
mium  to  lib.  iii.  it  appears  that  “  Fox’s  Martyrs  ”  owes  its 
origin  to  the  suggestion  of  the  unfortunate  Lady  Jane  Grey.

When  the  novel  was  completed  and  appeared  in  three 
volumes  in  1841,  it  had  an  enormous  sale,  was  translated  into 
French,  Russian,  and  other  languages,  and  was  applauded  in 
the  “  Revue  des  Deux  Mondes  ”  as  well  as  in  the  English 
reviews.  The  well-constructed  plot  turns  upon  the  validity 
of  certain  title-deeds,  and  a  number  of  legal  points  are  in¬ 
volved.  Warren’s  handling  of  these  was  criticised  by  experts, 
and  was  justified  by  the  author  in  elaborate  notes  in  subse¬ 
quent  editions.  His  legal  portraits  were  declared  to  be 
caricatures,  but  the  cleverness  of  the  farcical  portraits — 
“Tittlebat  Titmouse,”  “Oily  Gammon,”  and  “Mr.  Quick¬ 
silver”  (Lord  Brougham) — established  the  book  as  one  of 
the  most  popular  novels  of  the  century.
